Bombs 
were dropped on cruisers and other 
warships, numerous hits being observ- 
ed, one submarine being seen to have 
been hit four times, 

Serious fires broke out on the docks 
as a result of the bombardment, says 


the statement. All the raiders re- 
turned undamaged to German war- 
ships waiting outside the bay. The 


statement follows: 

“German aeroplanes on the even- 
Ing of July 18 bombarded enemy 
cruisers, torpedo boats, submarines 
and military establishments at the 
naval port of Reval. Numerous un- 
questioned hits were obtained on the 
enemy forces. For exar » one sub- 
marine was hit four, tim Serious 
conflagrations broke out on the docks, 
In spite of heavy fire by anti-aircraft 
guns and enemy aeroplanes, all the 
German aeroplanes returned unharm- 
ed to sea forces that waited outside 
the bay..-Altheugh. the German : sea 
forces were visible in the elear wei- 
ther and the aircraft were able to lo- 
cate them despite a fog that came on 
in the early morning, no sea forces 
of the enemy were observed.”

RUSS ACTIVITY

Berlin Says Big Reinforcements

20.—Reports from the southeastern 
front indicate that the Russians, after 
a fortnight of comparative inactivity, 
have brought up heavy reinforcements 
of infantry and cavalry, and have now 
resumed a strong aggressive on the 
headwaters of the Moldava, near the 
Hungarian frontier, 

A change in the weather has facili- 
tated the operations after clear hot 
weather, in which it was impossible to 
conceal the movements of troops for 
sudden attacks in great force. ‘Tho 
Russtans are showing the utmost tep- 
ucity and their artillery is playing an 
important role in the operations. The 
Austrian mountain batterics, however, 
have achieved splendid results aguinst

trian resistance can soon be brokea, 
but the reports say the Austrian in- 
funtry is withstanding all the attacks 
ond filling the ground in front of the 
trenches with Russiah dead.

SWEDEN HAS 
ITS TROUBLES 


Trying to Protect its Own and 
Other . Ships Taken

STOCKHOLM, via London, July 20, 

—There has been frequent infringe- 
ment of Sweden's neutrality by” Ger- 
man and Ruasian cruisers, and the 
government is endeavoring to protect 
not only its own ships, but others, 
where seizure is believed to have been 
made illegally. 

Sweden has made an official pro- 
fest to Berlin against the capture of 
the British steamer Adams, 2,223 tons, 
of Newcastle, by a German destroyer. 
The Adams, whjch had been following 
the Swedish coast was lying at anchor 
off Ahus, close to shore, yesterday 
ufternoon when the destroyer steamed 
up. The Englishman at first refused 
to obey an order to steam east from 
shore, but the destroyed threatened 
the vessel with her guns, and the cap- 
tain was obliged to obey. 

Recently Sweden protested to the 
Kussian government against the cap- 
ture of the German steamer Worms 
on the ground that it was taken in 
Swedish waters, There was a Swed- 
{sh pilot aboard the Worms, and he 
was taken prisoner, but he was re- 
leased and taken to his home port as 
soon as his identity was established. 
The Belgian steamer Ambiorx, which 
was captured by the Germans last 
August, has been released by the siu-

The motion was warmly opposed by 
tll sections of the House as being 
merely a move to shelve the issue, Sir 
Edward Carson strongly Cenounced the 
Proposed course and took exception 
to the view of the government that 
it was inadvisable to holl elections 
during the war, He stoutly opposed 
the idea that the parliament elected 
iv abolish the House of Lords and do 
away with armaments was a proper 
che to represent the country when 
Peace is eventually declared.

After a number of other. members 
had spoken, Premier Asquith said the 
motion appeared’ to meet with little 
favor. Obviously, however, he said, 
the existence of the present parlia- 
ment could not be prolonged indefin- 
itely and the problem had to be faced. 
The government, he declared, would 
accept the judgment of the Houre an 
withdraw his motion. The premier 
added the government would give the

Resolution Passed to Memorialize City Council in Order That Action 
be Taken Under Alberta Towns Act—Tom Adams 
Gives Interesting Address at Meeting Last Night.

Tom Adams, town planning expert to 
the Federal Commission of Conserva- 
tion, the representative body of citi- 
zens which met in the Civic Chamber 
last night, came to a unanimous 
agreement and passed a_ resolution 
which, if carried to a successful con- 
clusion, should have a most import- 
ant effect upon the future of Edmon- 
ton and its development. That Ed- 
monton needs to be taken in hand in 
the way of town planning was accept- 
ed by all present, and no dissenting 
voices were raised, although consider- 
able discussion took place, especially 
as to detail matters, after the passing 
of the resolution which brought the 
idea to a head, The resolution was 
as follows: 

“Whereas, it appears desirable that 
the city of Edmonton should forth- 
with take steps to prepare a town 
planning scheme, under the ‘Alberta 
Act relating to Town Planning,’ for 
the purpose of regulating the use and 
development of the land comprised in 
the city area, with proper regard to 
economy, convenience, good sanitary 
conditions, and amenity in connection 
with such developments, 

“Be it resolved, That the city coun- 
cil be memorialized to the effect that 
a Commission of Inquiry be appointed 
by the council to take the necessary 
preliminary steps with regard to the 
preparation of such a scheme and 
other matters incidental thereto.” 

The first hint of anything definite 
being arrived at as the outcome to 
Mr. Adams’ remarks was given’ by 
Mayor Henry, who presided, and who 
said that there were many problemas 
they had to deal with in Edmonton, 
including taxation, subdivisions, etc., 
and if by getting together and form- 
ing a plan upon which they could ob- 
tain the advice of the commission, it 
might lead to something. 


Resolution Adopted, 


The above resolution was then mov- 
ed by H. Milton Martin, seconded by 
Ald. Macdonald, and carried unanim- 
ously. 

J. Adair spoke in support, saying 
that they had reached the stage when 
they were in the mood to project a 
plan to lay out the city. He spoke in 
favor of segregating the = industrial 
portions from the residentfal sections 
of the city. 

H. Milton Martin said that he under- 
stood that any commission appointed 
by the city council, the names would 
have to be submitted to the govern- 
ment, and if approved the commission 
becomes subject to and responsible to 
the government. 

In answer to an Inquiry, Mr. Adama 
said that any injury done to land by 
a town planning scheme had to be 
compensated for, but if any improve- 
ment was effected, half of the cost of 
the improvement could be charged to 
the owner. No compensation, how-

Much attention wasgiven to the en- 


ormous growth in city areas, with the 


inclusion of land the greater percent- 


age of which was unproductive either 


in the way of agriculture or manufac- 
ture, and only added burdens to the 


PREMIER ASQUITH 
DOES NOT FAVOR 
MAXIMUM PRICES 


Doubts Whether the Experiment 
Tried in Germany Has Proved 
to be Successful

LONDON, July 19%—Premier Asquith 


today told a deputation from the 
Trades Union Congress, which wanted 
something done to lessen the price of 
food, that he was not disposed to at- 
tempt the introduction of maximum 
prices of food stuffs in this country, 
and doubted whether the experiment 
had been successful in Germany, He 
added that a committee was investi- 
gating the whole question, and said he 
trusted beneficial results would follow 
the completion of the committee's 
work, 

Concerning the suggestion § that 
wealth should be conscripted, Premier 
Asquith pointed out that Whereas an 
income of £500 before the war paid 
£13 income tax, it now paid £51 tax, 
The tax on an income of £1,000, he 
said, had risen from £38 to £139, ani 
on an income of £5,000, from £292 to 
£1,502, 

The premier said he did not think 
any other country was imposing any- 
thing comparable to these contritu- 
tions from the well-to-do classes, ‘and 
I do not know that the process has 
yet come to an end,” he added,

The speaker, who said that he had 
served the British government for a 
number of years on the Local Govern- 
ment Board, said that after living in 
Canada, he would advise them to turn 
to the old country for example in the 
way of municipal development, as 
there things had passed the experi- 
mental stage, and they would avoid 
some of the evils which were occurr- 
ing in the cities south of the line, He 
warned them, however, to beware of 
the example of Berlin, Germany, 
where much attention had been given 
to town planning, all of which tended 
to beautifying the city. In conse- 
quence, while they had most clabor- 
ate parks, streets and beautiful ave- 
nues with flowers and trees, even in 
the main thoroughfares, But the peo- 
ple, in the majority, had been driven 
to live in two rooms, because of the 
taxation necessary to keep up the ex- 
terior decoration of the city. The 
same thing was happening in the Un- 
ited States, and in Winnipeg, increas- 
ed taxation to maintain the city, was 
driving people to live in apartment 
houses, built in the open fields, 

Dealing with the width of streets, 
the speaker deprecated the idea of 
having streets of a maximum width, 
saying that a 66-foot street called for 
what was probably the limit in taxa- 
tion for its upkeep, He advocated the 
idea of having, where necessary, 
streets even wider than 66 feet, but to 
counterbalance this, in districts only 
used for residential purposes, the 
streets could be made smaller, and 
thus taxation would be made even, 

Must Begin on the Farm. 

There was one important direction 
where the town planning idea must 
g0, which was pointed out by the 
speaker, and this was when he placed 
stress on the statement that they 
claimed town planning must begin 
with the farm, and this was one of the 
things that had to be done to secure 
a big agricultural population. They 
had to see that the agricultural dis- 
tricts were rendered less isolated, 
that there were better facilities for 
transporiation, social intercourse, and 
made move comfortable, so that the 
people, by reason of this very isola- 
tion and Iack of convenience, did not 
drift into the cities,

MEDICAL HEALTH OFFICER 
ON INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


Serious Outbreak of Epidemic in City Not Regarded as Probable if 
Proper Precautions Are Taken by Public—Disease Has Been 
Treated in Edmonton During Past Eight Years 


Speaking of the possibility of an 
outbreak of infantile paralysis in Ed- 
monton, Dr, T. M. Whitelaw, medical 
health officer, says: 

“So much interest and anxiety has 
been aroused in the minds of parents 
regarding the epidemic of infantile 
paralysis in eastern cities that it seems 
proper that some definite statement? 
should be made as to its symptoms, 
treatment and prevention, The disease 
Was not until recently regarded as 
communicable, but late investigations 
have furnished evidence that the 
disease is directly transmissible from 
person to person by means of the 
secretions of the nose and mouth, and 
may be communicated by flies that 
have had access to the discharges of 
persons affected. The possibility of its 
being communicated by street dust 
must also be recognized, 

Previous Cases Here 

“In Edmonton there have 
few scattered cases at times during 
the last eight years, but at no time 
has the disease threatened to become 
epidemic, Up to the present there ire 
only two suspected cases in our city 
as far as can be ascertained, and no 
reason exists for anticipating or pre- 
dieting any serious ontbreak, even 
though the possibility of such an oe- 
eurrence cannot be ignored, 

“The symptoms of the affection, ex- 
cept for the paralysis itself, are not 
at all characteristic, and are similar 
to the early symptoms of many other 
diseases, In the majority of cases 
after slight indisposition ,and rise of 
temperature, loss of power in one or 
more limbs is noticed, followed by 
rapid wasting of the muscles affected. 
This loss of power or paralysis may 
be the first thing which calls attention 
to the necessity for meuical advice, 

Paralysis Abrupt 

“Pain iv often complained of in the 
affect. 1 limb or limbs, ana sometimes 
in the back. The paralysis is abrupt 
in its development, and generally 
reaches its maximum in 24 hours. 

“Once a child has the disease com- 
plete recovery should not be looked 
for and the most skilled physician 
cannot do more than assist nature in 
bringing about as far as possible a 
gradual restoration of power in the 
affected muscles, and preventing their 
wasting away, by rubbing or massage, 
or the use of electricity, 

“The all important thing is to have 
the child kept in bed and put under 
medical care at the carliest possible 
moment, in the interests of the pa- 
tient and in the public interest to at 
once report the disease to the health 
department, 

“As to prevention it is unfortunate 
that the lack of definite knowledge of 
the mode of transmission of the dis- 
ease makes it Impossible to guarantee 
any very definite results from any 
measures of prevention that can be 
taken, These measures are; 

“7, Quarantine of the person af- 
fected.

“All classes in the community are 
affected in about equal proportion, 
Social and hygienie conditions do not 
appear to have any influence in caus- 
ing or preventing infection, Children 
in full health are by “no means ex- 
empt and appear to contract the 
disease us readily as the weaklings. 

“Uniess further cases develop in the 
city there is no occasion for any 
alarm at present. Should such occur 
the public will be kept fully informed 
through the public press, Irrespon- 
sible rumors should not be taken ser- 
jously. Above all children are en- 
ttled to the benefit of outdoor life and 
should not be kept confined too 
closely to the house or home premises 
to the detriment of their general 
health, 

‘Should the disease show any ten- 
dency to become prevalent, or any 
further cases occur, children should 
not be allowed to play on dusty 
streets, go to parties, picnics or pub- 
lic gatherings, or play with any chil- 
dren who have sickness at home.”

New York, July 19—-The breaking 
off of conferences between the Cloak, 
Sult and Skirt Manufacturers’ Protec- 
tive Association and the Internation: 
Garment Workers’ Union left the Gar- 
ment Woykers’ strike today to all in- 
tents where it was when it started 
three months ago. 

The strike affects some forty thous- 
and employees and about 500 mant- 
facturers. It is estimated that orders 
for women's clothes worth $60,000,009 
fave been left unfillefi. Strike pa,- 
ments of $65,000 a week have been 
made by the union, The citizens’ comn.- 
ittee which has been alding the work- 
érs issucd a statement today saying as 
the result of the strike more than 200,- 
000 persons are facing hunger. The 
committee plans to raise $35,000 a 
week for the benefit of the garment 
workers as long as the strike lists.

Surely, if ever a war 
medal should be‘ awarded, some of 
these women ought to be the recipi- 
ents,

TNMMOTHY SEED TO 
BECOME AN IMPORTANT 
INDUSTRY IN ALTA. 


J.J. Murray & Co. wish to announce 
that they will buy all the Timothy 
Seed that can be grown in Alberta if 
}foperly harvested and threshed. 

In a letter just issued they say: “Do 
not thresh with a grain thresher, If 
you have a crop of timothy, we will 
thresh it with our Timothy = Flail 
thresher and will buy all we can get.

purer as the machine only operating 
on the head does not take out the
